Why 
truly according to this, one half of us would 
be found to believe we know not what— 
and— But stop friend Bigot, thou seemest 
to be in a heat—let us reasen upea this 
subject coolly and deliberately: Religion 
we know is a subject of the deepest im- 
portance, and therefore merits the most 
deliberate and impartial, as well as severe 
scrutiny, in order that we may be govers- 
ed by nothing in the practice of it bat the 
evidence uf truth, and the rational convic- 
tions of our own minds and consciences. 
Without such a test, mankind are often 
led to hypocrisy, and they are liable to the 
impositions of crafiv and designing per- 
sons, whose object is to make an advan- 
tage of their ignorance and credulity. One 
of the great causes of the obstruction of 
the growth of vital religion, is the sarren- 
der which the people have been taught to 
make of their consciences, to the direction 
of their spiritual teachers. In proportion 
as the human mind has neglected, or re- 
fused to think for itself, and to exercise 
its energies, superstition and tyranny have 
prevailed in the world. It was this that 
paved the way for the irtrodaction of 
those gross and abominable corruptions in 
religion, which disgraced christianity im 
the dark ages of papal tyranny. It was 
through this medium, that the odious union 
between church and state was effected, 
which has ever been more or less subser- 
vient to oppression and cruelty. ~ A maa,” 
says one of the greatest moral writers of 
the last century, “onght to govern himself 
by the dictates of his own conscience with- 
out regard to the opinions of others. This 
is one of the first maxims of moral pru- 
dence, justified not only by the voice of 
wisdom, but by the soffrages of expe- 
rience, which will soon tell him that if be 
makes the praise or blame of others the 
rule of his conduct, he will be distracted 
by a boundless variety of irreconcilable 
judgments—be held in suspence by contra- 
dictory impulses, and consult forever with- 
out any determination.” The divine as- 
thor of the christian religion, when he pab- 
lished the great plan of salvation did not 
require his rational creatures to believe 
any incomprehensible mysteries, nor to 
give their assent to any proposition, «hich 
they could not wholly or in part under- 
stand, because this would have been re- 
quiring of them an impossibility, ne man 
being able to stretch his faith beyond the 
limits of his understanding—The coacer- 
rence af the heart and the comscience, 
were the great pre-requisites te the recep- 
tion of the faith in all true believers. To 
this end we fied Christ always appealing 
to the rational faculties of men, whenever 
he addressed them upon the great subject 
of redemption—* he spake to them in pa- 
rables, and without a parable spake he not 
unto them.” He thus onfelded to thei 
understandings the reason and fitness of 
his spiritual dispensation and worship. 
The reasoning powers of the haman miud, 
were to be made subservient to the spirit

were to produce the exercise of those pure
